The Belfast, Branch of the Ulster Teachers'

EARL HAIG’S POPPY 
FUND

£527,302 COLLECTED 


LAST YEAR 


The 1935 Poppy Day appeal for Haig’s 
fund has again established a record with a 
total collection of £527,302. This, states an 
advance copy of the report, is an increase 
of £21,674 on the previous year’s total, and 
an increase of about £3,000 on the last record 
collection in 1930. : 

To collect, so magnificent a sum by a one- 
day sale of poppies proves beyond all doubt 
that, in spite of the passing years, people 
have not forgotten the sacrifices of the Great 
War or their debt of honour to those. who 
served. The collection is a magnificent 
achievement, of which the honorary workers 
of the fund have every reason to be proud. 

The organisation of the appeal now reaches 
out to all parts of the world; and in latter 
years it has provided the British Legion of 

x-Service Men with an annual income of 
over £500,000, which, states the report, is 
not yet sufficient for all the work that is 
waiting to be done. | 

The contributions from County Dublin 
amounted to £2,721, of which Dublin City 
contributed £1,912. The total for Belfast 
was £3,752. ; 

Of the other counties in the Free State, the 
largest collection was made in County Cork, 
where a total of £1,121 was raised, and the 
next highest was County Wicklow, with a 
total of £553. 

In the Northern Ireland area the highest 
county collection was made in County Sova
